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TRIBUTES have been paid to 
a father and cheeky pub 
regular who loved a joke. 

Stephen Floyd, who lived in 
New Road in Exning, died as a 
result of the injuries he suffered 
when his car left the B1102 
Station Road in Fordham and 
collided with a tree on Monday 

The 53-year-old’s dog, Stella-Rose, 
who went everywhere with him, also 
died in the accident. Mr Floyd was 
found by a passer-by at about 8am that 
day. 

A statement released by his family 
yesterday said: “Steve was a loving 
father, brother and friend who will be 
sadly missed by us all. 

“He was proud to be from Exning and 
was affectionately known by many as 


‘Floydy’.” 

Friends and colleagues of the father 
gathered at the White Horse in Exning, 
which Mr Floyd had run between 1990 
and 1993, to celebrate his life. 

A pint mug now stands behind the bar 
in the pub bearing the words ‘For our 


Floydy’ and contains donations from 
customers who had their first drink on 
Monday night ‘on Floydy’, in 
affectionate memory of his bar tab 
which, according to a running joke, was 
quite large. 

lack Welford, who manages the bar at 


the White Horse, which is run by his 
father, fohn Welford, said the money in 
the mug is likely to be put towards Mr 
Floyd’s funeral expenses, or given to his 
son, Harry. 

Mr Welford said Mr Floyd had helped 
to decorate the pub, where he often 
pitched in as a handyman and 
sometimes lent a hand behind the bar. 
He added when Mr Floyd was not at 
work, he could often be found in the 
pub as a customer. 

The 24-year-old said: “He was a 
cheeky sort of customer; he would 
always take the mickey out of everyone 
and loved to wind people up and loved a 
joke. He had very strong views about the 
country and the Government.” 

But, he said, if you ever needed to talk 
to him, he had a serious side, adding 
there had been lots of occasions when 
he had had conversations with him 
about his problems. 

He said: “I spoke to him many times 
about any problems I was having and he 
was there.”

Schools hit by 
day of strikes 


MANY schools around the 
Newmarket area were 
partially or completely 
closed yesterday during a 
day of strike action over 
pension changes proposed 
by the Government. 

Newmarket’s Scaltback and 
St Felix middle schools were 
shut for the day, alongside 
several primary schools 
including Exning, Paddocks 
and Laureate. 

Other schools, including 
Newmarket College and 
Mildenhall College of Tech¬ 
nology, remained partially 
open. 

Jane Eccleston, headteacher 
at All Saints’ Primary School in 
Newmarket which was also 
closed on Wednesday, said: “I 
think it’s a very difficult 
decision for teachers to strike; 
it’s against their nature, really, 
because they are used to 
serving the public and serving 
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the children first. 

“But I think there is a great 
strength of feeling among all 
the teaching staff really that the 
way the Government have 
planned the pension changes is 
all too much too quickly. I think 
everybody agrees things have 
to change but it’s the pace of 
change and the degree of 
change I think people are 
objecting to.” 

Schools including St Louis 
RC Primary School and Houlds- 
worth Valley Primary School 
opened as usual. 

Teresa Selvey, headteacher at 
St Louis, said the choice not to 
strike had been taken by the 
school’s staff. She said: “We 
tend to try not to strike at all 
and although we feel this issue 
is really important we feel we 
can make representation in 


other ways, and we just really 
feel it’s important that we are in 
school for the children. 

“All schools will say they put 
the children first and we try to 
do that with everything we do 
and this is just another 
example of it.” 

Speaking personally, she 
said, in principle if a pension 
promise is made it should be 
kept, but said in the current 
economic climate, people have 
to compromise a little more 
than they were expecting. She 
said she was willing to take the 
hit on her pension for the 
“common good”. 

The day of planned strike 
action, which involved dozens 
of unions, saw the majority of 
Suffolk’s libraries remain open 
and Suffolk County Council 
said adult care services and 
social work teams with 
safeguarding responsibilities 
would be largely unaffected. 


Hotel’s new spa set 
to create 40-plus jobs 


MORE than 40 jobs are 
to be created at a spa in 
Newmarket which is set 
to open in the summer. 

Review Hotels Ltd, 
which owns 
Newmarket’s Bedford 
Lodge Hotel, bought 
Rockfield House last year 
and planning 
permission has just been 
granted to transform the 
house into a spa. 

Dozens of jobs will be 
created once the 
development has been 
completed, in addition 
to work brought about 
through the creation of 
the spa. 

Noel Byrne, the Bury 
Road hotel’s chief 
executive, said: “We are 
passionate about 
providing opportunities 
to local people so we’re 
extremely pleased that 
our new spa will give 
such a boost to the town. 
2012 is going to be a very 
exciting year for Bedford 
Lodge.” 

Some £500,000 has 
been invested to date in 
turning Rockfield House, 
which has remained 
empty for some time, 
into a spa. The building, 
which is next door to the 
hotel, was most recently 


owned by Forest Heath 
District Council and 
used to make up part of 
the sixth Duke of 
Bedford’s estate. 

Mr Byrne said the spa 
will bring something 
new to the area: 
“Rockfield House is a 
truly beautiful building 
which has retained 
many of its original 
features such as its high 
ceilings and grand 
staircase. These will all 
be restored to their 
former glory as the spa is 
created. 

“The Spa at Bedford 
Lodge will be open to 
the public by 
appointment for a range 
of treatments including 
manicures, pedicures, 
full-body massages, 
facials and many more, 
as well as day spa and 
residential spa breaks. It 
is likely to become a real 
asset to Newmarket and 
the surrounding area 
which doesn’t have 
anything else of its kind.” 

At least 25 further jobs 
are in the pipeline due to 
Bedford Lodge’s £1.5 
million expansion 
programme which will 
add 21 bedrooms to the 
hotel. 


Hopes high for carnival - but more help is needed 


THE future of Burwell’s threatened carnival is 
looking more secure after volunteers responded to 
an urgent appeal for more committee members. 

No new faces attended the carnival committee’s 
AGM earlier this month and the eight existing 
members warned they would be forced to cancel 
the event unless 10 more people came forward 
because of the workload involved. 

The committee called on people to sign up by 
the end of the year and warned its members would 
make their decision on whether the 2012 carnival, 
on the theme of the Olympics and Paralympics, 
could go ahead at the beginning of January. 

But seven or eight people have stepped forward 
in the fortnight following the appeal and with their 
help. Peter Lancaster, a committee member, said 


he was fairly sure the June event would be able to 
take place as planned. 

He said: “I’m pretty confident, hand on heart, 
that it will go ahead, but obviously the more people 
who know and understand and can get involved at 
whatever level the better.” 

He said jobs of every size are still up for grabs, 
from contacting companies for sponsorship to 
securing headline acts and helping out on the day 
of the carnival. 

Mr Lancaster said the event has raised almost 
£30,000 in the last three years alone, all of which 
has been distributed to the dozens of local not-for- 
profit groups which take part. 

More than 30 organisations received a share of 
the proceeds from die 2011 carnival, including the 


Burwell and District Day Centre, Burwell Carers, 
Burwell Village College and the Scouts, Brownies 
and Rainbows. 

Mr Lancaster said the carnival was among the 
biggest sources of funding most of the groups had, 
which they would have lost if the carnival had been 
forced to fold. 

The committee’s November comedy night held 
on Saturday, November 19, saw more than 200 
guests squeeze into the Burwell Village College 
Hall and gave the group’s fundraising efforts for 
the 2012 carnival a boost of £2,200.

Top jockeys and trainers raise £100k 
for fight against Hatchfield Farm homes 


A DINNER attended by top 
jockeys and trainers has raised 
more than £100,000 for a fight 
against the development of land 
at Hatchfield Farm. 

The Three Sirs Fundraising 
Dinner was hosted by Sir Peter 
O’Sullevan, the commentator, 
and trainers Sir Henry Cecil and 
Sir Michael Stoute at New¬ 
market’s fockey Club Rooms on 
Saturday night. 

Among the 250 people to 
attend the event were jockeys 
Tom Queally, William Buick and 
Ryan Moore, trainers including 
lames Fanshawe, fohn Gosden 
and Luca Cumani and West 
Suffolk’s MP, Matthew Hancock. 

The Save Historic Newmarket 
Action Group (SHNAG) organ¬ 
ised the event to help fund its 
opposition the Earl of Derby’s 


plans for up to 1,200 homes, 
employment land and comm¬ 
unity facilities on his site in 
north-east Newmarket. 

The group, along with Forest 
Heath District Council and the 
Tattersalls group, which 
included the fockey Club Estates, 
Godolphin and others, locked 
horns with Lord Derby at a 
planning inquiry into the 
proposals after the council 
rejected the plans earlier this 
year. 

SHNAG is fundraising to meet 
its legal costs, which had hit 
£300,000 by the end of the 
appeal in September, and to 
support its continued opposition 
to the proposed development. 

lacko Fanshawe, chairman of 
the event, said: “The horseracing 
industry is what Newmarket has 


been renowned for for 400 years 
plus and we want it to continue 
to be famous for that, and we 
consider that these proposals 
will be extremely detrimental to 
the horseracing industry. We fear 
for people’s jobs and livelihoods. 

“If Hatchfield Farm goes 
ahead, we think it’s going to be 
impossible for certain trainers to 
continue to train in Newmarket.” 

She said the development 
would mean traffic in New¬ 
market would be at raceday 
levels every day, a claim 
contested by Lord Derby’s team, 
which believes the development 
will not harm the industry. 

Eric Pickles, the secretary of 
state for communities and local 
government, will make a 
decision on the plans early next 
year. 


NEWMARKET Town 
Council has urged the 
Boundary Commission to 
reconsider the proposals 
it fears will “undermine 
and weaken our demo¬ 
cracy”. 

If implemented, the 
Boundary Commission for 
England’s ideas published in 
September would see the 
town’s Severals, St Mary’s, All 
Saints and Exning wards leave 
Forest Heath’s other 10 wards 
in West Suffolk and unite with 
East Cambridgeshire wards in 
a new Newmarket and Ely 
Parliamentary constituency. 

A three-month consultation 
was launched into the 
proposals and 
the town 
council 
created a sub¬ 
committee to 
produce a 
formal resp¬ 
onse which 
was approved 
at a meeting 
of the full 
council on Monday. 

It argues no political, 
geographical or social 
connections exist within 
either the proposed New¬ 
market and Ely or the altered 
West Suffolk constituencies. 

The response said the 
proposed West Suffolk 
constituency “appears to be 
an amalgamation of wards left 
over from the rest of Suffolk 
without any consideration of 
the communities that exist in 
the vast area that it covers”. 

It says the clear political 
boundaries which exist 
through the current alignment 
of county and Parliamentary 
boundaries would be lost 
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through the incorporation of 
two counties within the 
proposed Newmarket and Ely 
constituency. 

The response adds the MP 
for the Newmarket and Ely 
constituency would have to 
four local authorities to deal 
with, which it says would 
“inevitably” cause difficulties 
and could create confusion. 

It reads: “The Boundary 
Commission should look 
again, especially at West 
Suffolk, and produce const¬ 
ituencies that at least 
geographically have some¬ 
thing in com¬ 
mon. 

“If we wish 
for a strong 
democracy, 
with a high 
participation 
rate, it is 
important that 
the electors are 
able to identify 
with the constituency. It is our 
concern that the proposals 
will undermine and weaken 
our democracy.”

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Horses for courses 


W HEN it was founded at 
the beginning of the 
20th century, the aim 
of the National Stud was to 
source lightweight horses for 
battle. 

But the mechanisation of war put 
paid to the age of cavalry and it 
switched its focus to breeding 
thoroughbreds for racing. 

The National Stud only arrived on its 
500-acre site on the outskirts of 
Newmarket in 1963, and in the 1970s it 
became - and remains - the only 
working stud farm to let outsiders in for 
a behind-the-scenes glimpse of the 
industry Thousands of curious people 
flow through its gates every year, but

the main business of the National Stud 
is producing cracking racehorses. 

At the moment, four stallions are 
enjoying the good life at the National 
Stud, where perks include their own 
paddocks, the best veterinary treatment 
and the best of everything else, not to 
mention the 100 or 150 mares they will 
cover a year. 

The stud fee for the National Stud’s 
most expensive stallion, Bahamian 
Bounty, is £8,500, while at the other end 
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of the scale, the famous 
Cockney Rebel will cover a 
mare for a mere £4,000, with 
the stud’s other two stallions, 

Dick Turpin and Pastoral 
Pursuits, lying somewhere in 
the middle. 

Brian O’Rourke, managing 
director of the National Stud, 
says stud fees have declined 
in the last few decades, with 
prices in the late 1970s and 
early 1980s hovering 
around the £80,000 
mark and one of the 
most expensive 
stallions of all time, 

Northern Dancer, 
covering mares 
for a hefty $1 
million in the 
1980s. 

He says 

horses are V 
retired to stud 
usually at 3 or 4 
years old, and their 
initial stud fee will be dictated 
by their breeding and race 
record. Frankel, trained by 
Newmarket’s Sir Henry Cecil, 
will probably be retired to 
stud next year on a fee of 
between £60,000 and £80,000. 

In addition to its stallions, 
the Stud will probably have 200 mares, 
as well as their foals, to take care of on¬ 
site at the height of the breeding 
season, which runs between February 
and fune. 

They can stay for the whole season 
and can foal in one of 25 foaling boxes 
in the unit which is under 24-hour 
supervision. Following the birth, the 
owner will be handed snapshots of the 
youngster’s first 48 hours of life. 

Every thoroughbred celebrates its 
birthday on January 1, regardless of the 
time of year they were born and Mr 
O’Rourke says the breeding season falls 
when it does because of the 11-month 
gestation period, which means horses 
born earlier in the year will be older, 
bigger and stronger when they come to 
race against other 1 and 2-year-olds. 

But the horses are not the only 
youngsters starting out at the National 
Stud, which runs two training courses: 
an apprenticeship course for 16-to-24-

year-olds and the diploma course for 
those with some equine experience 
already under their belts. 

Mr O’Rourke compares the process of 
educating the next generation to the 
planting of trees. 

He says: “The whole idea is basically 
to bring on the next generation of stud 
workers, stud grooms, stud managers 
and things like that to keep this 
industry going.” 

But, he adds, the industry is not 
under threat and it is passion for it 
which continues to draw people in. 

“You either love it or you don’t,” he 
says. “It’s the same with people in 
racing. It’s a seven-day-a-week job and 
if you love it you are in it.

“For me, to see the newborn foals, 
the full cycle, from when a foal is 
conceived to when the foal is actually 
born and to see that become a good 
racehorse is such a thrill.”

BURGLARS have stolen 
charity cash from a 
Burwell tattoo parlour. 

They forced their way into 
Village Ink Tattoo Limited in 
Reach Road using a crowbar - 
and walked out with the 
contents of a charity box 
raising money for Marie Curie 
Cancer Care and a charity 
vending machine and its cast 
iron base, which stands 
nearly 5ft tall. 

The machine raises funds 
for the felly Bean Campaign, 
which supports children’s 
hospices and other charities 
for youngsters. 

Kevin French, 41, who owns 
the tattoo parlour, said he had 
chosen to support the 
charities because he lost his 
mother, Linda Hales, to 
cancer in 2001 when she was 
50 years old and because he 
believes any children’s cause 
is worth supporting. 

He said: “I chose a cancer 
charity because I know the 
consequences of these 
charities not having enough 
money to find cures and the 
kids’ charity because any kids’ 
charity is a good charity.” 

He estimated there would 
have been between £25 and 
£30 in each of the boxes. He 
said: “The theft of the charity 
boxes and money is low. This 
is money that is out of 
people’s pockets for good 
causes, cancer causes, 


children’s causes, and people 
are stealing from the needy. 
It’s about as low as you can 
get.” 

Mr French has decided not 
to replace the charity boxes 
and advised other businesses 
to return theirs or hide them 
at this time of year when, he 
said, such thefts are more 
common, to avoid letting 
thieves know there is cash on 
the premises. 


He plans to continue 
supporting charities but will 
make donations from his 
bank account rather than 
hosting the boxes. 

The thieves also made off 
with an Xbox and some 
games during the break-in, 
which took place between the 
evening of Wednesday, 
November 23 and the 
following morning. 

Every door, cupboard and

drawer in the premises had 
been opened during the 
break in but Mr French said 
valuables including a laptop 
and a sat-nav had not been 
taken. 

The business’s front door 
and door frame need to be 
replaced while inside a door’s 
lock and a drawer were 
broken.

I’ll move if car 
parks close 

Sir, I am writing to express my 
concern about the possible loss of 
some of the pocket car parks in the 
town. It is a shame that the people 
directly affected haven’t been 
consulted. I have paid for the use of 
a car parking space for the past 27 
years and I hope to continue to do 
so in the fuure. 

I certainly wouldn’t have purchased 
my property originally had it not 
been for the fact that it was 
possible to rent a car parking space 
in a nearby pocket car park. 

In fact, in the intervening years, 
parking has been even more of a 
problem as: 

■ More people have cars now - and 
often two or more per property. 

■ There is only “legal” car parking 
on one side of the road. The road is 
not wide enough to have cars 
parked on both sides of the roads; 
at nights cars are parked on the 
other side of the road, on the 
pavement. 

■ More houses have been built in 
recent years with the old hall, Co¬ 
op and car showroom having been 
demolished with flats/houses 
having been built in their place. 

■ The introduction of car parking 
charges in the All Saints car park 
has resulted in some local workers 
using All Saints Road as a “free” car 
park every day. 

In 1984 the cost of a pocket car 
park space was £25 a year. The cost 
is now £300 a year, having been 
£400 last year. It is a huge cost to 
find each year but one of necessity 
as it is virtually impossible to park 
close to our own homes. There are 
occasions when one has heavy 
shopping/parcels and I certainly 
would not want to park in the main 
All Saints Road car park at night 
with concerns about the security of 
my car and walking home late at 
night along a badly-lit street. I 
wonder if this will become a bigger 
problem once the police station is 
relocated. 

I wonder how many of those 
debating about the pocket car 
parks have taken the time to drive 
down All Saints Road and Queen 
Street at night. Doing so will only 
confirm the need for these pocket 
car parks. If the pocket car parks 
aren’t being utilised, then this is 
due to the cost involved and the 
fact that availability of spaces is a 
well-kept secret. How is anyone to 
know if spaces are available and if 
they are, who they should apply to? 
Certainly there is no indication that 
the spaces are owned by Forest 
Heath District Council. Money is 
being wasted on studies - putting a 
sign up in the car park area or 
putting a note in the local paper is 
surely far more cost effective. Why 
haven’t the views of the local 
residents on parking in general 
been sought - surely the cost of a 
few letters would be considerably 
less than expensive studies? 

If the pocket car parks were to close 
I would have to seriously consider 
selling my home and moving away. 
It would be a tremendous shame as 
I am someone who recognises the 
importance of supporting the 
town’s shops and businesses which 
I support on a daily basis.

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Driver admits 
causing death 



THE family of a 3-year- 
old boy killed in a 
head-on collision have 
spoken of their relief 
after the driver pleaded 
guilty to causing death 
by dangerous driving. 

Henry Blacklock, from 
Red Lodge, died and his 
father Martin Blacklock was 
seriously injured in the 
crash on the B1063 at Ash¬ 
ley on October 23 last year. 

After more than a year, 
Ahmed Aldubaili, who was 
driving a Jaguar on the 
wrong side of the road 
when he struck the 
Blacklocks’ Renault 
Clio, admitted the 
charge last week, 
well as driving 
while uninsured. 

John Farmer, 
prosecuting, told 
Cambridge 
Crown Court 
Aldubaili - who 
was staying in 
Centre Drive,

Newmarket, on a break from 
Dubai - had driven the car, 
belonging to his friend Keith 
Clazie, to Mr Clazie’s house 
in Ashley before turning 
round to return to his add¬ 
ress. 

Mr Farmer said: “He 
completed a multi-point 
turn to retrace his steps, but 
made the error of driving 
on the wrong side of the 
road. 

“Witnesses at the nearby 
Crown pub described him 
driving perfectly normally 
as he passed, but being on 
the wrong side of the road.”

Aldubaili was disqualified 
from driving on his Dubai 
licence in the UK by Judge 
Anthony Bate and was 
released on bail, to remain 
at the clinic, until senten¬ 
cing on January 3. 

After the hearing, Martin 
Blacklock, who has suffered 
from a severely damaged 
jaw, loss of hearing, three

broken bones in his legs, and 
short-term memory loss 
since the crash, described 
the agony of the last year. 

Mr Blacklock said: “We are 
glad he has made his plea 
but we wish he could have 
been sentenced before 
Christmas. I still think about 
my son every day and that 
will never go away.” 

Last month a garden at 
Laureate Community 
Primary School and Nursery 
in Newmarket was named in 
memory of Henry, who had 
been looking forward to 
starting there.

Man went through 
crossing red light 

Driver fined £500 for risk at rail danger spot 


A BURWELL man was fined 
£500 after he sped through a 
red light on one of 
Cambridgeshire’s most 
dangerous railway crossings. 

James Burnham drove across 
Foxton rail crossing despite the 
amber - and then red - lights 
showing for seven seconds, 
indicating a train was on its way. 

CCTV cameras installed at the 
notorious crossing, where 
hundreds of drivers regularly risk 
their lives and those of train 
passengers, caught the 27-year- 
old as he drove to work in the 
morning of June J4 this year. 

Simon Becker, mitigating, told 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
last Thursday that the resident of 
Myrtle Drive thought he would be

too close to the lights to stop 
safely and was not speeding. 

But presiding magistrate Derek 
Manning told the court there was 
“absolutely no excuse”. 

He said: “We all know it is an 
extremely dangerous crossing. 

“We cannot believe that you 
took a chance like that. I hope 
you had learned your lesson.” 

However, Mr Manning said he 
would not disqualify Burnham 
from driving because he needed 
to use his car to drive to work in 
Luton every day 
Burnham, who had a clean 
licence, was fined £500, ordered 


to pay £30 prosecution costs and 
a £J5 victim surcharge and 
received three points. 

Earlier this year it was revealed 
more than J00 drivers had sped 
dangerously over the crossing in 
the last two years. 

The shocking statistics, 
released under the Freedom of 
Information Act, show most of 
the offences were reported as a 
failure to obey traffic signs but 
there was also one case of 
dangerous driving and five 
instances of careless driving. 

Among the incidents was a 
sewage tanker driver who 
smashed his vehicle into the 
gates last April to avoid a red 
light, forcing a train full of 
passengers to screech to a halt.

“I like the tree and the table 
to have the same colours, and 
find that lots of greenery - 
holly and ivy - is a calming, 
natural contrast to the fussy 
detail of decorations.

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Percussionist took world 
by storm with solo career 


D AME Evelyn 
Glennie’s 
house is in 
total chaos. She’s got 
the builders in and 
they’ve chosen this 
afternoon to fit a new 
front door. As a result, 
traversing the hallway 
is an obstacle course 
of tools, dust-sheets 
and extension leads. 

But, in the middle of it 
all, Dame Evelyn herself is 
the epitome of poise. 
Picking her way elegantly 
through the debris, to 
shake hands and say hello, 
she’s flawlessly stylish - 
from her glossy steel-grey 
hair to her trendy harem 
trousers. “Excuse the 
mess,” she smiles. “It’s 
lovely to see you.” 

Evelyn found fame as 
the world’s first solo 
percussionist, a feat made 
all the more remarkable by 
the fact she is profoundly 
deaf. To meet her, you’d 
barely know her hearing is 
impaired: her lip-reading 
skills are second to none. 

Although born and 
raised in rural 
Aberdeenshire, Evelyn has 
called Cambridgeshire her 
home since the early 90s 
and has lived in the 
Huntingdon area ever 
since. 

“I still love Scotland, I 
truly do,” says the 46-year-

book-lined study. “But this 
part of the world has its 
own special beauty: 
driving out across the Fens 
on a summer’s night, just 
as the sun drops below the 
horizon, is absolutely 
magical. 

“Having spent years 
flying all over the place, I 
can honestly say I have no 
desire to get back on a 
plane. I’m very bad at 
taking holidays, but when I 
do have time off work I like 
to explore our local area, 
even if it’s just to drive 
down a road I’ve never 
driven down before...” 

We are meeting to 
discuss recent 
developments in Evelyn’s 
ever-changing career. She’s 
just scored a film (Golf in 
the Kingdom, the big- 
screen adaptation of 
Michael Murphy’s best¬ 
selling 1972 novel), 
become a sought-after 
motivational speaker and 
is in the midst of designing 
her second collection of 
own-brand j ewellery. 

Evelyn has won 
numerous awards for her 
work - including a 1988 
Grammy, for her recording 
of Bartok’s sonata for two 
pianos and percussion - 
and has worked with a 
wide range of artists, from 


Sting and Bjork to an 
acclaimed Mormon 
Tabernacle Choir. 

But her love for music 
began in the simplest and 
least-starry of ways: with 
her dad giving her a mouth 
organ. “I was 6,” she 
remembers. “I was given it 
just to have something to 
put in my pocket and 
make noises with, but I 
soon realised I really liked 
this thing.” 

Evelyn’s father was 
himself an accomplished 
accordion player and she 
says her childhood was 
spent surrounded by both 
instruments and song. 
“Relatives would come 
over and we’d have a 
singsong. And though I 
only went to a tiny primary 
school, with about 40 
pupils, we had music every 
Friday; we all left primary 
school able to read music.” 

Graduating from the 
mouth organ to the 
recorder, and then the 
piano, Evelyn’s first taste of 
playing percussion - the 
hobby which was to 
become a lifelong passion 
- came at secondary 
school. But, by then, she 
had already started to lose 
her hearing. 

Known for refusing to let 
deafness stand in the way 


of her music career, Evelyn 
is matter-of-fact: “I was 8 
when I started to lose my 
hearing and as a youngster 
like that, you’re not 
thinking of problems. 

What I remember is 
confusion, not picking 
things up... 

“I started falling behind 
with my school work, 
which was perhaps the 
most worrying thing. So I 
got a hearing aid, then a 
phonic ear for the 
classroom, which meant 
the teacher could move 
around and I could still 
pick up what was being 
said.” 

But, when it came to 
playing percussion, Evelyn 
says the aids proved more 
of a hindrance than a help. 
“With percussion, you’re 
dealing with so many 
different frequencies and 
tonal values that it all 
became very confused. 
When I took off the 
hearing aid, I could let my 
whole body hear the 
sounds, rather than it 
being fed through just one 
part; I started to listen in a 
different way.” 

Evelyn explains that she 
uses her entire body “like a 
big ear”; she often speaks 
about the art - and power - 
of listening in her

motivational talks. 

“My hearing is just a part 
of me: this is who I am. 
There will always be 
situations in which I can’t 
do things; on the other 
hand, there are situations 
in which I consider it an 
advantage. 

“I really believe it gives 
you a sense of individuality, 
both in what you do and 
the way you do it. You’re 
not so influenced by the 
world around you: I can’t 
listen to a previous 
recording of a piece of 
music, for example, and 
think Til do it like that’ -1 
have to do it my own way. 

“When I started out as a 
percussionist, there were 
some sceptical voices. But I 
quite literally couldn’t hear 
them.” 

Having taken up 
percussion at school, 
Evelyn went on to join the 
National Youth Orchestra 
of Scotland; she 
remembers feeling 
“excited, but pretty 
comfortable” on stage, 
even in front of huge 
audiences. 

It was in her mid-teens 
that Evelyn decided she 
was going to become a 
professional musician. Not 
only that, she was going to 
be a solo percussionist 
which, at the time, was 
unheard of. 

For a start, there was no 
repertoire for 
percussionists to speak of. 
And there was a perception 
that audiences wouldn’t 
enjoy solo performances. 

“Saying ‘Who wants to 
listen to a two-hour 
percussion concert?’ is like 
saying ‘Who wants to listen 
to a two-hour trumpet 
recital? Or violin recital?’,” 
exclaims Evelyn, who, at 
the peak of her performing 
schedule, gave more than 
100 live shows a year, all 
over the world. 

Winning a place at the 
Royal Academy, by the time 
Evelyn graduated she was 
profoundly deaf - but she’d 
stopped wearing hearing 
aids altogether and taught 
herself to lip-read instead. 
“I watched the BBC news 


avidly! And on Sundays 
there were two or three 
programmes specifically 
for deaf people, on lip- 
reading. I’d watch them 
with my mum and then go 
to the mirror and practise.” 

Decades on and, thanks 
to Evelyn, a solo percussion 
artist is no longer a foreign 
concept. As well as raising 
awareness and winning 
legions of fans, Evelyn has 
been instrumental in 
expanding the repertoire 
for future percussion 
players: she has 
commissioned in excess of 
170 pieces, including 
Michael Daugherty’s UFO, 
which famously saw her 
play a child’s spinning top 
on stage. 

Evelyn can, and will, play 
anything. She has an 
incredible collection of 
percussive instruments - 
the study in which she is 
now sitting boasts a line of 
hand bells on a bookcase, a 
row of tambourines on the 
hearth and a drum in the 
middle of the table - and 
estimates the total number 
to be between 1,800 and 
2 , 000 . 

“I’m still coming across 
new things,” she says, 
disappearing into the next 
room - and coming back 
with what looks like a 
metal spaceship. “I’ve 
recently discovered a 
whole family of 
instruments like this - this 
one’s called a ‘hang’, it’s 
Swiss. I think it’s very 
beautiful, and it makes the 
most beautiful sound.” 

Placing the hang on the 
table, Evelyn starts to tap 
the surface; the sweet, 
resonant sound is almost 
hypnotic. “I like 
instruments like this which 
anyone can pick up and 
play: a child could make a 
nice noise with this...” 

Despite her fame - and 
the fact she’s a Dame - 
Evelyn is notably modest: 

“I don’t take anything for 
granted.” 

When the letter arrived, 
telling her she would be 
made DBE in the Queen’s 
2007 New Year Honours 
List, Evelyn says her first 


reaction was disbelief. “I’d 
just come back from a tour 
of the US and Canada. 
Normally when I’ve been 
away, I return to find a 
whole pile of post on my 
desk; on this occasion, 
there was just a single 
envelope. 

“I said to my assistant 
‘What have you done with 
the mail? Or has nobody 
written to us in the last four 
weeks?’; she said ‘I think I’d 
better make us a cup of tea’. 

“She brought the tea 
back on a tray and in a 
proper cup. By that stage I 
was thinking ‘What on 
EARTH is in that letter?’; I 
was worried it was 
something serious! 

“I opened it, read it, and 
my first reaction was that it 
must have been 
misdirected. Then I read it 
again - and said ‘Well, 
that’s what teamwork does’. 
You can have all the drive 
and determination you 
like, but you need good 
people around you to really 
make things happen.” 

When Evelyn is at ‘base 
camp’ - in the studio in her 
barn at home, or at her 
office a short drive away - 
she composes music (such 
as the film score and 
library pieces) and also 
writes prolifically. Among 
other things, she prepares 
motivational talks, which 
she gives to a wide range of 
groups, and essays on 
education and learning 
techniques: “I think it’s 
really important for kids 
not only to make music, 
but to explore sound.” 

Pointing out her silver 
necklace-a pair of 
diminutive drumsticks, 
hanging from a chain - 
Evelyn explains that she’s 
also launched a collection 
of jewellery 

Inspired by her music¬ 
making, it features 
everything from a pendant 
in the shape of a snare 
drum to a striking silver 
disc, etched with musical 
notes; the notes are part of 
A Little Prayer, apiece 
Evelyn composed aged 13. 
Work is already under way 
on a second collection, this 
time featuring Murano 
glass. 

“I see all the different 
elements of my career as 
interconnected,” adds 
Evelyn. “I think that if you 
believe in something, and 
believe in yourself, then 
you can make it happen.”

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Energy from 
waste award 


Heroic duo help bring 
gran, 82 , back to life

THE family of an elderly 
woman who was brought 
back to life have thanked two 
men who saved her. 

Kathy Rose and her sister Jenny 
Tate believe the men who helped 
give CPR to their 82-year-old mother, 
Kathleen Tate, from Newmarket, 
when she went into cardiac arrest are 
the reason she is still alive. 

Kathy said: “My sister had been out 
for the day with my mum in Cam¬ 
bridge when she stopped at Budgens 
in Arbury Court. 

“My sister left her in the car and 
was away for about 10 minutes. 
When she came back she found 
mum wasn’t breathing. 

“She cried for help and a man 
came over and got mum out of the 
car, lying her on the floor and giving 
her CPR. 

“A second man came over and 
called the ambulance. A first res¬ 
ponder arrived and carried on with 
CPR before the ambulance arrived 
and paramedics took over.” 

Kathy added: “I had got there by 
that point and went in the ambulance 


with the paramedics while they were 
working on her. They worked on her 
for the whole time she was in the 
ambulance. 

“We got to the resuscitation room 
at Addenbrooke’s and it was not 
looking good.” 

Doctors worked on her using CPR 
and a defibrillator but asked for 


permission to stop as she was not 
responding to the treatment, 
although there was a weak heartbeat. 

Kathy, 54, of King’s Hedges, Cam¬ 
bridge, said: “Doctors told me that 
my mum had more than 20 
defibrillator shocks and apparently 
that’s very rare as they only use up to 
five. 


“They asked if it was OK to stop 
working on her. I said I was OK with 
that.” 

The great-grandmother was 
placed in a side room with her family 
surrounding her who were “waiting 
for her to die” but she came round in 
the morning. 

After a five-week stint in hospital 
she is now home. 

Kathy said: “It’s a miracle that she 
is alive and I truly believe if it wasn’t 
for those men who had helped her 
initially she wouldn’t be here. 

“She is back at home in 
Newmarket and has carers seeing to 
her but she is improving every week.” 

Kathleen, who had two jobs prior 
to the incident, said: “I am gradually 
getting better and itching to get back 
on my feet. 

“I don’t remember a great deal but 
would like to thank the men who 
helped me as well as the doctors and 
paramedics.” 

After an appeal in our sister paper 
the Cambridge News, Danny Collen, 
of Laxton Way, Cambridge, came 
forward as one of the two men. The 
54-year-old said: “I would do the 
same again in an instant. I was just 
there on the spot at the time.” 


SUFFOLK County Council's £607m 
project to turn waste into energy 
has won a national award. 

The counciFs waste team was 
shortlisted at the Society of 
Procurement Officers in Local 
Government’s Awards for 
Outstanding Achievement in 
Procurement - and won the 
category. 

The deal to secure the county’s 
new energy-from-waste facility 
was recognised for its “scale and 
complexity and for the way it will 
provide a cheaper, greener and 
more sustainable way of disposing 
of household waste which can’t 
reasonably be recycled”. 

It will also put the waste to 
good use as a fuel to generate 
electricity. 

Suffolk County Council’s entry, 
for its 25-year waste treatment 
contract with SITA Suffolk Ltd, will 
save taxpayers in the county at 
least £350m by avoiding costly 
Government taxes imposed on 
each tonne of waste councils send 
to landfill. 

The facility, which will be built 
in Great Blakenham, near Ipswich, 
will process 269,000 tonnes of 
waste a year and will provide 
enough electricity for 30,000 
homes. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, Suffolk 
County Council’s portfolio holder 
for waste, said: “I am extremely 
proud of our staff who’ve worked 
so hard to make our energy-from- 
waste project successful, both in 
terms of the environmental 
impact it will have but also the 
multi-million saving it will 
generate for taxpayers.”

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Relishing a Cowardly act 



JENNIFER SHELTON chats to Amanda 
Donohoe, leading lady in Noel Coward's 
Star Quality, and finds out what we can 
expect from the great man's final work 


T HE backstage dramas of a post-war 
West End production take centre 
stage in Noel Coward’s Star Quality - 
a glittering comedy of talent, tears and 
treachery, starring Golden Globe winner 
Amanda Donohoe. 

Born in London in 1962, Donohoe first 
came to light as the girlfriend of pop icon 
Adam Ant in the 1980s (more of him on the 
next page of The Guide), appearing in 
several of his music videos. By 1986 her 
acting career was taking off, and she was 
cast alongside Oliver Reed in Castaway - 
which was followed by roles in The Lair of 
the White Worm, The Rainbow and Liar, Liar 
with Jim Carrey. On returning to the UK 
after living the glamorous life in Hollywood, 
she joined the cast of Emmerdale from 
2009-10 as the feisty Natasha Wylde. 

On stage, Donohoe recently replaced 
Jerry Hall in the role of Mrs Robinson in 
The Graduate at London’s Gielgud Theatre. 
She has just set out on tour with Star 
Quality, which arrives at the Cambridge 
Arts Theatre on Monday. 

So, what is it like to bring theatre’s 
backstage dramas on to the main stage? 

“Great fun!” says Donohoe. “The 
situations in the play are extremes but to 
anyone who has ever set foot back stage 
they are immediately recognisable.” 

How close to the bone is Coward’s 
depiction of backstage West End characters, 
egos and politics? 

“Very! He understood the world of 
theatre so well, having experienced it from 
all sides as an actor, director and writer. Star 
Quality is Coward’s final play and was 
written and set in 1951, when the world of 
theatre was undergoing dramatic change. 

“The writing and style of acting was 
moving from mannered and stylised to more 
naturalistic. The old school were meeting 
the new wave and there was a real struggle 


between the two. And the result was some of 
the great wars of words we get to see in the 
play.” 

What can you tell us about your 
character, Lorraine? 

“She is an incredibly strong woman, very 
much a ‘grande dame’ character and a 
woman fighting for survival in a changing 
world. 

“She’s of the old school but she knows 
that for her career to survive she must 
embrace the new style of naturalism. She 
finds that rather hard. She thinks it’s all a bit 
pretentious and arty-farty and finds it hard 
to be dictated to by a younger director who 
doesn’t have the experience she has. She is a 
complete diva and great fun to play!” 

How are you finding theatre work, 
compared to film and TV? 

“Theatre is a very different ball game - it 
feels like a more pure form of acting. It’s 
two hours to just flow and make the 
character your own with no-one editing you 
or your performance. 

“I’ve done pretty much everything there 
is to do in my career but the purest form of 
acting is theatre and that’s why any actor 
worth their salt comes back to theatre at 
some point in their career. 

“And touring has been a bit of a surprise 
- I’m used to being in a theatre and getting 
to know it quite well, but on tour each venue 
is completely different, so every Monday 
there are different entrances, set-ups and 
layouts to get your head around. 

“But I’ve gotten into the stride of it now 
and find it very exciting.” 


What have audience reactions been like 
so far? Are you pleased with how the 
show’s going? 

“Very pleased. I think audiences have 
been intrigued to see a Coward that’s 
slightly different to the norm. You still have 
the strong characters and his great wit but 
there’s a serious undertone there. 

“He’s showing us a world, after the war, 
when the world was beginning to change 
quite dramatically. And Lorraine is fighting 
to find her place as an older woman in that 
changing world. The audience really roots 
for her, even though she can be a diva and a 
bit of a nightmare.” 

We love a bit of Noel Coward in 
Cambridge. What do you think makes his 
work so enduring? 

“Coward was a genius, one of the best 
writers for the stage. His writing is so 
precise that you have to have everything 
perfect or it just doesn’t work, you have to 
be word-perfect. And the humour is as fresh 
and funny to today’s audience as it would 
have been to audiences in Coward’s time, 
which is testament to his skill.” 

You lived in LA for 11 years but 
recently returned to England. Is she 
enjoying being back? 

“Yes absolutely! Hollywood is a great 
place when you’re young and all you want to 
do is party, but if you want to live a real life 
and have real life experiences, you better get 
the hell out of there quick or you’ll be lost.”

just not very good. And I couldn’t get 
the humour, so I never saw another one. 
But then I was offered one when I came 
out of the jungle (Sheila appeared 
briefly in the fourth series of I’m A 
Celebrity...) and I fought against it - 
the script didn’t make sense. I did it in 
the end although, for a while, I was 
still trying to be a proper actor. 

“But the next year it finally sunk in 
that I could be silly. That’s what I love 
about panto - it’s the only time of the 
year when adults can act like absolute 
idiots and get away with it.”

MARTIN Scorsese swaps the mean 
streets of New York for the wintry 
boulevards of 1930s Paris for this 
Oscar-tipped first foray into family 
films and also the 3D format. 

Hugo might revolve around the 
exploits of a pre-teenage boy and 
deal with themes of childhood 
innocence and the death of a parent, 
but this impeccably-crafted 
adventure is too sophisticated for 
young audiences. 

Apart from a couple of well- 
orchestrated chases and slapstick 
courtesy of Sacha Baron Cohen with 
a squeaky leg brace, there is little 
here to entertain boys and girls the 
same age as the diminutive hero. 

Indeed, the cumbersome running 
time and slow-paced first half will 
prove a test for parents too, 
especially those without a love for 
the bygone age of cinema, which 
Scorsese indulges in every lustrous 
frame. 

While the narrative has its flaws, 
adapted by screenwriter John Logan 
from Brian Selznick’s book The 
Invention Of Hugo Cabret, the on¬ 
screen craftsmanship is impeccable, 
from Robert Richardson’s stunning 


cinematography to Dante Ferretti’s 
production design and Sandy 
Powell’s costumes. 

Even more pleasing is how well 
the 3D fits Scorsese’s vision, coming 
to the fore as the camera swoops 
along the concourse of a train station 
or darts between whirring cogs of a 
giant clock. 

Twelve-year-old Hugo Cabret (Asa 
Butterfield) is raised by his father 
(Jude Law), who works at a 
museum and has a passion for 
cinema and mechanical devices. 

The old man dies, leaving behind 
an intricate automaton, and Hugo is 
forced to live secretly in the station 
with his hard-drinking Uncle Claude 


(Ray Winstone), who maintains the 
clocks. 

When the bottle claims Claude’s 
life, Hugo continues to tend the 
clocks while stealing food from the 
shopkeepers without attracting the 
attention of the station inspector 
(Sacha Baron Cohen). 

An encounter with bookish 
Isabelle (Chloe Grace Moretz), 
goddaughter of toy shop owner Papa 
Georges (Sir Ben Kingsley), 
catalyses a journey of self-discovery 
that Hugo hopes will lead to a 
message from beyond the grave 
from his father. 

Hugo is high art but our hearts fail 
to skip a beat.

Nature's garlands - all for free 


A S if the rising cost 
of living isn’t 
enough, the price 
of shop-bought Christmas 
decorations can make 
even the most enthusiastic 
fan of the festive season 
think “bah, humbug”. 

Yet there is a way to put the 
natural back into Noel, just by 
taking some clippings from your 
garden and using them to make 
much more subtle decorations 
than you could buy in any shop. 

With this in mind. Gardening 
Which?, the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, has come 
up with a bundle of ideas on how 
you can make some simple, 
stylish decorations to bring the 
outdoors inside to complement 
your tree, without a shimmer of 
tinsel in sight. 

“The great thing about making 
your own decorations from 
garden material is that you are 
bringing the garden into the 
home and returning to a time 
when things weren’t about the 
flash or the dazzle of Christmas 
but more about natural ways to 
dress the tree,” says Ceri 
Thomas, editor of the magazine. 

Colourful stems, such as 
dogwood and birch, can be 
snipped to make the simplest of 
twig bundles, tied together with 
green garden wire or florists’ 
stub wire and then finished off 
with a bow made of a narrow¬ 
leaved evergreen such as libertia

or miscanthus and then hung 
with a thin strip of raffia. 

“Look in your garden for 
anything with berries, like 
cotoneaster, rowan and 
pyracantha. If you’ve grown 
chillis on the patio or in the 
greenhouse these can also look 
fantastic in natural garlands,” 
says Thomas. 

A natural garland can look so 
much more colourful than any 
amount of beads and is simple to 
make if you have a little 
patience. 

Just thread suitable berries, 
such as rowan (sorbus) and 
cotoneaster onto lengths of 
garden wire, adding chillis if you 
have them, and even perhaps 
cranberries that you may have 
left over after making cranberry 
sauce, and you will soon have a 
garland to hang in the house or 
even around a tree in the garden, 
where you can see it. 

Although the berries will dry 
up indoors, they should last 
throughout the festive season. 
You could alternate them with 
the leaves of evergreens such as 



holly, ivy and euonymus for a 
fuller effect. 

“Plants with evergreen leaves 
such as phormium (New Zealand 
flax) and cordyline are also great 
because you can make star 
shapes from the leaves and use 
pine cones or seed heads in the 
middle,” Thomas adds. 

You’ll need eight New 
Zealand flax leaves for each star, 
cutting four leaves to 
around 18cm in length 
and four slightly shorter. 

Lay the longer leaves out 
flat so that they overlap to 
make a four-pointed star, 
then staple them together in 
the centre. Lay the shorter 
leaves out to form a cross 
and staple in the centre. 

Position the cross under the 
star and staple the two 
together. 

Glue your pine cones or 
seed heads in the middle, 
which will hide the staples, and 
attach wire to the centre for 
fixing or hang the star with 
raffia thread. 

Small larch cones, conkers 
and nuts make a wonderful 
cluster and a great alternative to 
a plastic bauble. Make a tight 
ball of string as a base, about 
golf-ball size, with a loop for 
hanging. Put glue onto the base 
of each cone for a star effect and 
stick them to the ball of string 
until it’s covered. 

Of course, there are other 
natural decorations which will 


continue the theme. A large 
bunch of gypsophila from the 
florist or even your local 
supermarket can go a long way. 
Cut stems of it and place them 
evenly amid the branches of the 
tree, for a snow effect. 

Your tree will soon look 
stunning - with not a garish 
bauble in sight.

WE all hanker after sporty 
looking coupes, but don’t 
appreciate the sacrifices they 
require us to make in terms of 
practicality, writes Adam Swift. 

Vauxhall has a compelling solution 
with its new Astra GTC - a stylish little 
sports car that offers plenty of room to 
go with the “vroom”. There are plenty 
of cubbyholes and storage areas for 
your gear, while the 380-litre boot will 
swallow serious loads. Vauxhall has 
also managed to offer decent 
headroom in the back - normally 
another coupe weak-spot. The driving 
position is decent, with supportive 
seats and enough adjustability to get 
seriously comfortable. 

Quality materials abound, and the 
central console features expensive 
looking plastics, even if it is a little 
over-festooned with buttons. A USB 
socket allows you to plug your iPod 
straight into the stereo. Nifty. 

The GTC gets four turbocharged

engine options at launch; two 1.4-litre 
turbocharged petrols with 118bhp or 
138bhp, a 1.6-litre turbocharged 
petrol with 178bhp, and a 2.0-litre 
turbodiesel with 163bhp, the latter 
being the version Drive had a play 
with last weekend. Serious 
petrolheads will also be thrilled to 
hear that a high performance VXR 
version is on the cards, with a 
rampant 300bhp, available next year. 

The GTC is in a very competitive 
market niche, with the likes of the 
classy VW Scirocco and the sharp 
Renault Megane Coupe. Vauxhall’s 
new coupe also gets a bespoke 
chassis, specifically tuned for UK 
roads, as UK buyers are expected to 
provide by far the largest demand. 
Vauxhall and Opel engineers have 
conducted much of their pre-launch 


evaluation on UK roads, with their 
diabolical blend of undulations, 
cambers, rough surfaces, blind apexes 
and crests. The theory is if the GTC 
can cope with UK roads, it will work 
well pretty much everywhere else. 

Front suspension consists of a 
“HiPerStrut” (High Performance 
Strut), which helps to isolate the 
steering from the effects of engine 
torque, boosting steering precision 
and grip and enhancing ride quality. 
The compact “Watt’s Link” rear 
suspension delivers the benefits of 
multi-link set ups, without their 
weight and space penalties. 

Lecture over. The GTC feels like a 
proper sports coupe to drive, with 
plenty of grip around corners, and 
hardly any body roll to speak of. The 
ride is firm but comfortable enough 


for a performance car, and the chassis 
behaves smoothly and progressively 
when pressing on. The gearchange is 
short in throw and sweet in execution, 
and the driving position feels spot-on. 
My only gripe is the steering could 
offer more feedback and be a bit 
sharper to respond to driver inputs. 

The options list actually includes a 
“FlexRide” system which adjusts the 
dampers at the touch of a button, but 
the car we had was not thus equipped, 
and provided a good enough 
handling-to-comfort compromise 
straight out of the box. 

I’m not keen on cars with sporty 
pretensions coming equipped with a 
diesel under the bonnet. It’s just plain 
wrong. I don’t find diesel engines 
charismatic in any way. Petrol engines 
tend to be lighter too, improving 


handling. But as diesels go the 2.0- 
CDTi is a good ’un, and as quiet and 
smooth as they come. It offers strong 
performance, dispatching with the 0- 
60mph dash in 8.4 seconds, and 
promising a maximum speed of 
131mph. A combined fuel figure of 
58.9mpg and C02 emissions of just 
127g/km also impress. 

The smooth six-speed manual 
transmission offers ratios that are 
stacked close enough together to keep 
you in the powerband, while long 
enough apart to provide leggy cruising 
at low engine speeds on the 
motorway. 

Stylish yet surprisingly practical, 
and a real cracker to drive, the Astra 
GTC is a fine effort from Vauxhall. It is 
on sale now at Marshall Vauxhall of 
Ely and Murketts in Cambridge.

The four-year-old filly was 
withdrawn from the race at 
Sha Tin on December 11 after 
suffering an injury while doing 
a routine canter. 

Winner of the Hong Kong 
Cup last year, Dunlop had 
only recently decided to opt 
for the Vase in an attempt to 
become the first horse to 
claim both races. 

She had bounced back to 
winning form last time out in 
the Queen Elizabeth II 
Commemorative Cup in 
lapan, taking that race for a 
second successive year. 

“Although this is a major 
disappointment for us we are 
enormously proud of what she 
achieved in lapan earlier this 
month and we will advise 
everyone of her progress, as 
soon as she has returned

home,” said Dunlop. “Of 
course it’s a bitter pill, and it’s 
a very sad day for everyone.

“He looks 
very well after his Australian 
saunter.”

Both will still be under the care of Peter 
Snowden in Dubai but will carry the blue 
Godolphin colours before switching to 
either Saeed bin Suroor or Mahmood Al 
Zarooni’s Newmarket yards for the 
European season. 

Helmet won three Group Ones, including 
the Age Caulfield Guineas as a 
three-year-old. 

■ Hayley Turner has been named the 
Most Inspirational Sports Woman of the 
Year at a Jaguar Cars-sponsored 
ceremony in London. 

The Newmarket-based rider became only 
the second woman to partner a Group 1 
winner in Britain when she won the July 
Cup on Dream Ahead, and a few weeks 
later she bettered that by winning the 
Nunthorpe Stakes on Margot Did.

Turner, who got the nod above athletes
